search that Frotropin, a newly 
discovered drug, will be

probable medical combatant of 
the future against the germs of 
infantile paral>sis. 
The noted scientist said that 
experiments are now being made 
with the drug, and that it will 
soon become so controlled that 
it will be a powerful factor in 
arresting the germs. 
It is the 
only known drug whose proper­ 
ties act as a 
foe to paralysis 
germs. 
Dr. Flexner declared that the 
effects of the 
drug are known, 
the task now being to so modi­ 
fy it that it becomes antiseptic 
and that it may be controlled. 
Tests have been made on mon­ 
keys for a year and a half with 
gratifying results, he said.
